legedly excessive amounts they re- 
ceived between 1917 and 1930.

C. Stalter of Patterson, attorney for 
the Standard Investment Company 
holder of 150 shares of preferred stock, 
Grace Is referred to as the "chief 
beneficiary of the wrongful admin, 
istatlon of the system."

Senate HcldTiack 


When the bill reacHcd the senate, 


^changes were made in the schedule 
far virtually every cpunty. The bill 
then went back to the house with 
these amendments -too late for the 
house to do anything but to approve 
the amendments or let the bill die. 
,It approved all of the amendments. 


During consideration of the bill in 


each house, leading advocates of coun- 
ty economy legislation freely pre- 
dicted it would not stand the constitu- 
tional test and the legislature's time

The question was before the legis- 


lature from the beginning to the end 
of the session. A general county sal- 
ary bill was drafted in advance of 
the session but opposition smothered

Act No, 66 


Through Act No. 66 of 1933. the cost of publication of 


legal notices and of delinquent tax lists was placed back on 
the same scale as provided for by Sections 6805 and 6806 of 
Crawford & Moses Digest, except as to daily newspapers 
having a circulation in excess of 5,000 copies. 


The cost for legal advertising now is 


?1 per square of 260 ems, for the first 
insertion, and 50 cents per square for 
each subsequent insertion. 


The rate since enactment of Act 92 


of 1929 has been $1.50 per square. This 
act was specifically repealed by the 


legislature. 


The cost for publishing a description 


of each tract of land, or lot, delinquent 
for taxes, was placed by Act 66 at 
25 cents per tract, except in daily 
newspapers having a bona fide circu- 
lation in excess of 5,000 copies. 


The act gives the clerk the option 


of placing the advertising in counties 
•where both daily and weekly news- 
papers are published.

The result is analogous to a similar

When the quake giant jerks the 


basement to the left, the steel a few 
stories above is resisting, trying to go 
the other way, and absorbing part of 
the energy of the upward traveling 
wave. So the wave proceeds upward, 
losing a little energy at each stage, 
getting more and more "tired." 


This energy-absorbing 
motion is 


only the beginning of the application 
of engineering principles which give 
the final factor of safety.

offset this buildings are designed in 
quake areas with oscillation periods 
different from the quake waves. 


In Japan the most destructive quake 


waves have oscillation periods of from 
one second to one and a half seconds. 
So many buildings have been erected 
with oscillating periods of only one- 
half a second these short wave routes 
serve to "damp," that is cut down, the 
longer quake waves that try to spread 
upward through such buildings. 


In practice in the United States a 


•20-story steel frame building capable 
of withstanding a wind pressure of 30 
pounds a square foot at the top is con- 
sidered safe against any shock that 
might reasonably be expected.

than 30 


stories and particularly those up to 40 
6r 50 stories that the strangling ef- 
fect upon the upward traveling quake 
waves if; calculated to work best.

Calendar Change Involved

ing the question of a new calendar. 


Proponents of calendar reform point 


out that under the present system 
Easter can fal Ion any one of 35 dates. 


Furthermore, they say, the clothing 


and millinery trades make Easter a 
pivotal point.. If it falls early, people 
won't buy spring outfits; if it falls 
late, they may wear winter clothing 
till Easter, then change to summer 
styles, neglecting spring outfits en- 
tirely. 


A variable Easter, they argue, dis- 


rupts school vacation schedules and 
affects communication programs. 


Many Nations Approve 


The Lutjue of Nations reports that 


26 governments, including 
France, 


Germany, Spain, Grc;it Britain and 
the United States, have endorsed its 
act for the stabili/ation of Easter. 


The Sunday following he second 


Saturday in April has been suggested 
by some governments us suitable for 
the observance. A fixed date, »ach as 
Sunday, April H. which would be pos- 
sible if a perpetual calendar should be 
adopted, is preferred by some groups 
and individuals.

skyscraper its reputation of being the 
safest big business building.-.-In the 
California quake these buildings^ again 
stood their ground;

' " Like a Whip's Motion 
'' 


The quake wave shifts the ground 


floor of the skyscraper as if a giant 
hand had a grip on the basement and 
were jerking it back and forth, paral- 
"lel with the surface. 


If the skyscraper were as rigid as it 


'leeks, its top would move in unison 
and synchronously with the basement. 
But steel buildings are not rigid. They 
are elastic. 


The result is analogous to a similar 


motion jerking'the handle of an up- 
standing buggy v*iip. 
The motion 


travels upward along both the whip 
and the.skyscraper, in Waves. Topp- 
ing the buggy whip the waves causes 
a snap. 


That snap at the top is one import- 


ant point where skyscrapers and bug- 
gy whips differ. The towering steel 
building's top does not whip-snap, for 
its semi-rigid frame 
has 
absorbed 


Inost of the energy of the wave before 
the top is reached. 


Pulls Other Way 


When the quake giant jerks the 


basement to the left, the steel a few 
stories above is resisting, trying to go 
the other way, and absorbing part of 
the energy of the upward traveling 
wave. So the wave proceeds upward, 
losing a little energy at each stage, 
getting more and more "tired." 


This energy-absorbing 
motion is 


only the beginning of the application 
of engineering principles which give 
the final factor of safety.

offset this buildings are designed in 
quake areas with oscillation periods 
different from the quake waves. 


In Japan the most destructive quake 


waves have oscillation periods of from 
one second to one and a half seconds. 
So many buildings have been erected 
with oscillating periods of only one- 
half a second these short wave routes 
serve to "damp," that is cut down, the 
longer quake waves that try to spread 
upward through such buildings. 


In practice in the United States a 


•20-story steel frame building capable 
of withstanding a wind pressure of 30 
pounds a square foot at the top is con- 
sidered safe against any shock that 
might reasonably be expected.

stories and particularly those up to 40

Calendar Change Involved 


The .survey is being undertaken at 


the request of the Universal Christian 
Council of Life and Work, at Geneva, 
acting at the instance of the League 


j of Nations, which has long been study- 
ing the question of a new calendar. 


Proponents of calendar reform point 


out that under the present system 
Easter can fal Ion any one of 35 dates. 


Furthermore, they say, the clothing 


and millinery trades make Easter a 
pivotal point.. If it falls early, people 
won't buy spring outfits; if it falls 
late, they may wear winter clothing 
till Easter, then change to summer 
styles, neglecting spring outfits en- 
tirely. 


A variable Easter, they argue, dis- 


rupts school vacation schedules and 
affects communication programs. 


Many Nations Approve 


The Lutjue of Nations reports that 


26 governments, including 
France, 


Germany, Spain, Grc;it Britain and 
the United States, have endorsed its 
act for the stabili/ation of Easter. 


The Sunday following he second 


Saturday in April has been suggested 
by some governments us suitable for 
the observance. A fixed date, »ach as 
Sunday, April H. which would be pos- 
sible if a perpetual calendar should be 
adopted, is preferred by some groups 
and individuals.

In the lure line, both fly and bait, 


the.imaginations of the manufacturers 
jiave run rampant. Lures of differ- 
ent -types .are made .by .thousands, and 
a description is impossible. 


.There are imitation-flies, .minnows, 


frogs, crawfish, shrimp, squid, mice, 
beetles,; <bees, helgramites, worms, 
nymphs" and goodness-knows-what. 
" Three of the oye-catchers are .the 
pew "Minnie-the-Moocher." "Jigger" 
and "Hilde-Flicker" lures for bait 
casting. "Minnie," so 'tis said, "has a 
sinuous wriggling motion that

rigid body bait can ever achieve." 


The "Jigger" is a top water wiggler. 


It swims, darts, wiggles and wabbles 
with an appeal that "tempts, tantalizes 
and teases all game fish." The "Hilde- 
Klicker" is a "positively wicked" 
combination spinner, featuring a main 
blade and .two-kicker blades. 


At present the new nymph patterns 


are of main interest to fly fishermen. 
These are especially effective! in early 
seTtson trout fishing. But there are 
plenty of new patterns of wet, dry, 
spent-wing, fan-wing and bi-visible 
flics to be had.

The second bam- 
boo unit is entirely new, and the main 
feature of this rod is silk-binding or 
winding that covers .the entire rod. 
This winding adds strength to the 
wooden rod, and the urtit is extremely 
light. 
Reel manufacturers have improved 


their products and brought their prices 


way down. About the most oulstand- 
ng,, mechanical development is the 
ne>v "duo-pawl" idea in bait casting 
reels, which offers a reversible pawl, 
thus doubling the life of this import- 
ant part of the reel. Notable improve- 
ments have been made in the lower- 
priced:, star-drag reels, built strong 
;nough for bluefish. striped bass, dol- 
phin, bonita or small tuna. 
' -In fly .rod reels, manufacturers have 
come out with improved automatic 
units, finely balanced to 
eliminate 


'rolling"-of the rod -while casting^ 


In the lure line, both fly and bait, 


the.imaginations of the manufacturers 
jiave run rampant. Lures of differ- 
ent -types .are made .by .thousands, and 
a description is impossible. 


.There are imitation-flies, .minnows, 


frogs, crawfish, shrimp, squid, mice, 
beetles,; <bees, helgramites, worms, 
nymphs" and goodness-knows-what. 
" Three of the oye-catchers are .the 
pew "Minnie-the-Moocher." "Jigger" 
and "Hilde-Flicker" lures for bait 
casting. "Minnie," so 'tis said, "has a 
sinuous wriggling motion that 
no 


rigid body bait can ever achieve." 


The "Jigger" is a top water wiggler. 


It swims, darts, wiggles and wabbles 
with an appeal that "tempts, tantalizes 
and teases all game fish." The "Hilde- 
Klicker" is a "positively wicked" 
combination spinner, featuring a main 
blade and .two-kicker blades. 


At present the new nymph patterns 


are of main interest to fly fishermen. 
These are especially effective! in early 
seTtson trout fishing. But there are 
plenty of new patterns of wet, dry, 
spent-wing, fan-wing and bi-visible 
flics to be had.

These will collect not only 
the automobile taxes but all other 
state special taxes as well.

by job-hunters. He has virtually com- 
pleted his selection of all employes, 
although the list has not yet been 


lade public. 
Before the legislative changes of 


ihis year, the biggest task of the rev- 
enue department was collection of in- 
come and cigarette taxes. 


It occupied u comparatively small 


office space on the first floor of the 
capHtol building. After Its cvpaiu 
sion, however, it has been given much 
of the office space used by the state 
department of mines, manufactures 
and agriculture which was stripped of 
most of its functions by the 1933 leg- 
islature.

the Christian church, also has played an important part in 
the world's history.

The story of centuries, is dotted with major events that 


have occurred on this day—events far removed from those of 
a religious nature.

1513 that Ponce de Leon, Spanish ex-: 
plorer, discovered Folida while search-;

youth." He named this balmy and 
flowering area from the Spanish, Pas-;

Easter Island, one of the quaint Poly-.,

Seas, gets its name from the fact that' 
t was discovered by the Dutch Ad-; 
miral Roggevecn on Easter Sunday in< 
1722. This island has aroused the won-! 
dcr of the scientific world because of; 
the finding there of traces of an an- 
cient race that erected huge stone 
nonumcnts and towers, remote from, 
quarries, in a manner that never has 
been explained. 


Fall of Napoleon

The fall of Napoleon dates form Eas- 


his disastrous invasion of Russia, the,, 
ter Sunday of '1814. Returning from 


emperor found his empire crumbling 
about him. England,, Prussia, Russia 
and Australia joined in a great effort 
against his rule. On Easter Sunday, 
April 10, Wellington defeated the last 
French army under Marshal Sault. 
The next day the fallen master of 
Europe formally abdicated at Fon- 
taineblcu and went into his first exile 
on the Island of Elba. 


Almost the last action of the Civil 


War—several days after Lee surren- 
dered to Grant at Appomattox—took 
place on Easter 'Sunday in 1865.

Prosecutor Disagreed 


LITTLE ROCK—A provision of Act 


250 of 1933, commonly known as the 
Bohlinger salary bill, which adol- 
ished the publication of lists of delin- 
quent lands by the county clerk, was 
held invalid by Ptosecuting Attorney 
Carl E. Bailey in letters to officials of 
Pulaski and Perry counties Thursday. 
Mr. Bailey held that the entire act is 
unconstitutional. 


Mr. Bailey advised the officials that 


he was adopting the ruling of Attor- 
ney General Hal L. Norwood in hold- 
ing the salary provisions unconstitu- 
tional, but werW further and declar- 
ed the whole measure invalid. 


In his letter to the county officials, 


Mr. Bailey said jn part; 


"You are advised that I am adopt, 


ing the opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral that the act is unconstitutional. 
It is further my opinion that because 
of Ihe unconstitutionality of the fun- 
damental provisions of the bill, no 
part of it can be regarded as a con- 
stitutional enactment. 


"Answering specifically the ques- 


tion of the county clerk as to wheth- 
er the provision abolishing the adver- 
tising of delinquent lands is a valid 
provision, it is my opinion that this 
prevision of the act is invalid for 
many reasons, chief among which is 
that this provision is not germane to 
the title of the act and was made part 
of the act by amendmen.. 


"Section 1, Article 5 of the constitu- 


tion provides: 


" 'No law shall be passed except by 


bill, and no bill shall be so altered or 
amended on its passage through either 
Tiourse as to change its purpose.' 


"In many decisions of the Arkansas 


Supreme Court, it has been held that 
the purpose of this section was to pre. 
vent amendments which would not be 
germane to the subject expressed by 
the title of th« act."
